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The central station for all political radio broadcasts in the Russian 
Zone of Germany is located at Repattastrasse 277, Berlin-Griinau. This 
station has cable connections with transmitters at K§nieswisterhausen 
(¥-02), Tegel (2-75), Schworin, Beolitz (2-51), Leipzig, Jeimar, and 
Dreeden. Some of these cables run through the main Borlin gadis station, 
the s‘unithavas on the Masuresallee, where the transmissions are switched 
into various channels, but a number of tho cables run directly to the 
outlyin7 transmitters and can be put to immediate use. It is not cartain 
how many of the cables are ready for direct transmission, but it is defi- 
nitely known that the Griinau-K§nigswusterhausen and Grfiinau-Beelitz lines, 
at least, have been successfully employed. 

Oberingenieur Schm&lling, the technical chief of the Grinau installation, 
has remarked that the equipment at Repattastrasss 277 is among the most 
riodern. and officient in Europe. The input anparatus and the amplifiers 
are especially fine. Schmflling clains that his station can pick up Hos~ 
cow transmissions from the neiczhboring Russian recciver at Repattastracss 
199 ond amplify them and relay thom to any transnitter in the Russian Zone, 


Sehmblline's equipment is partly of new construction, but mich of it von- 
sists of dismantled Masurenallee apparatus. The latter station has now 
eniy the most basic equirment ac its disposal and no. longer even possesses 
an amplifying sev. Oberingenieur Heelamnn, technical chief of the Masuren- 
alles Funkhaus, complains that his installation is f:rced to subsist on 
makeshift apparatus which frequently breaks dow in the middle of trans- 
nissions. Fey technicians at the Masurenalles are aare of the existence 
of the Repattactrasse setup, 


The Griinau station is equipped with a small but usable directional trans- 
altter, This was to be used only until the four rerular directional trans~- 

tLers at Beolitz were rut into full operation. This, according to Schmii- 
Sinn: was accomplished by mid~Anril 1948. Also enployel at Grinau are the 
so-called "Olympic lines" (Olympia Leituncen) vhich were laid in 1936 for 
the special transmission of news concernin™ the Olympic Games, 
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Supervision of activities at the Funkhaus is conducted by Russian engi- 
noers, but all phases of the work at Regattastrasse 277 are handled ty 
Germans, including even the political direction. During April the Gritnsu 
station wis enpaped in recording speeches by SUA officers, SEG personali- 
ties, and FDGB leaders. These vere not immediately transmitted, however, 
but held for later use. A proclamation by Sokoloveki and two speeches by 
General Kotikov were amang the items recorded. The nature of some of the 
recordings and the names of certain sneakers are kept secret and are with 
hald from the technical staff. 


The house at Rerattastrasse 277 is vigilantly guarded by five German watch 

man and five to ten Russian sentries. The house at Repattastrasse 189 is 
guarded by Russian military police and a permanent detail of ten aclidiers. 25X1 
A rdilitary police detachment and an IND staff oceupy the nearby house at_ 

239 Rerattastrasae, The entire area containing these buildings is surrounded 

by a six-foot barbed-wire fence, 
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
